The fou rth saloon to feel the ef­ 
fects of the cou nty op tion election, is 
that one owned by Janies Barrett in 
Second street.

Fou r hav e 
closed this month and three will go in 
Ap ril. 


The gand ju ry Wednesday ev ening 
retu rned an indictment against Ju s­ 
tice Preston 
Cates, charging 
him 
with criminal misfeasance in office, 
say s the Connersv ille News. The in­ 
stru ment was serv ed on Mr. Cates by 
Sheriff Miller Thu rsday morning and 
he is cited to ap p ear before Ju dge 
Cray on May 24 th. 
The case in which he is charged 
with hav ing established grou nds for 
imp eachment occu rred in his office on 
the second day of 
last Febru ary , 
when Washington Robinson was tried 
for wife desertion, and was defended 
by a Ru shv ille attorney . At the end 
of the testimony Ju stice Cates an­ 
nou nced that, u nder the ev idence, he 
wou ld be obliged to find the defend­ 
ant gu ilty and bind him ov er to the 
•circu it cou rt. Prosecu tor Wiles, who 
was p resent, left the room to p rep are 
some p ap ers necessary to this dis­ 
p osition of the case. 
When he re­ 
tu rned, a few minu tes later, he learn­ 
ed that the ju stice hail changed his 
decision and had acq u itted Mr. Rob­ 
inson 
This transaction, with the 
circu mstances su rrou nding it, formed 
the basis of the grand ju ry ’s action. 
Mr. Cates states 
that, when the 
case was ov er, he looked ov er the 
notes of ev idence which he had tak­ 
en, and rendered his decision, bu t 
that he was not able to find his notes 
concerning one imp ortant p iece of 
testimony , thou gh he looked carefu l­ 
ly , and that his first decision, there­ 
fore. did not take that p art of the 
testimony into consideration. While 
Mr. Wiles was gone, howev er, he 
fou nd the lost notes, and as they set 
forth that the p laintiff, Mrs. Robin­ 
son, had p ractically driv en her hu s­ 
band from home, and had locked the 
door to p rev ent his getting in if he 
did come back, Mr. Cates, who had 
p laced nothing on his docket, rev ers­ 
ed his first ru ling and set the de­ 
fendant free. 
The indictment, howev er, charges 
that after Mr. Wiles left the 
room 
Ju stice Cates and the Ru shv ille a t­ 
torney entered into am agreement, 
by which the latter was to p ay the 
former a stip u lated su m of money , 
abou t fifteen dollars, in considera­ 
tion for which the decision was to be 
rev ersed. As a matter of fact a su m 
of money was p aid to Mr. Cates by 
Robinson’s cou nsel, bu t Mr. Cates 
ex p lains that no transaction was en­ 
tered into, no 
agreement 
of any 
kind was made and no money was 
p aid or p ledged him, either directly 
or indirectly by the attorney u ntil 
after he, v olu ntarily , and from a de­ 
sire to be ju st, had rev ersed his de­ 
cision. 
After he had done this, he 
say s the attorney did 
make him 
p resent of a small su m of money . 
Mr. Cates fu rther declares that the 
charge against him is the fru it of 
sp ite work. He cares little abou t the 
office, he say s, bu t is regretfu l that 
the shadow of shame shou ld be cast 
u p on him. 
He is now serv ing his 
fou rth fou r y ear term as ju stice of 
the p eace. 
The indictment against 
Mr. Cates will 
cau se 
considerable 
su rp rise throu ghou t the cou nty as he 
is widely known.

Local au toists who hav e occasion 
to u se the cou ntry roads rep ort that 
many farmers and others are v ery 
obstinate abou t tu rning ou t for the 
machines. The law say s that all v e­ 
hicles mu st tu rn#>u t and offer half 
of the trav eled highway for the mo­ 
torists, bu t the law is not obey ed. 
The farmers are nearly all willing to, 
and do, giv e half of the road, bu t 
there are alway s a few who are back­ 
ward. They take a delight in holding 
the road when the au to ap p roaches 
from the rear. 
The law say s that 
when an au to ap p roaches from the 
rear the driv er of the v ehicle shall 
tu rn to the right giv ing half of the 
road. The driv er of the au to is seat­ 
ed on the right i» ide of the machine, 
and in p assing, according to the law, 
he can easily watch the wheels of 
his machine, and av oid an accident. 
In England all rigs mu st p ass to 
the left 
u p on 
ap p roaching 
each 
other, so that both driv ers, who are 
seated on the right, can watch the 
wheel* -of their v ehicles. 
The ¿bl­ 
owing is a p art of Section 10,4 6 8, 
Su ras’ 
Rev ised 
Statu tes of 19 08, 
which p ertains to » the condu ct of mo­ 
or v ehicles on p u blic highway s: 
“That the driv er of 
any 
horse, 
lorses or other 
draft 
animals or 
other farm animals, shall, u p on the 
ap p roach of any motor v ehicle, driv e 
o the right, so as to giv e the said 
motor v ehicle one-half of the trav el­ 
ed p ortion of the highway or street, 
and the op erator of any motor v e- 
licle u p on the 
ap p roach of 
any 
iorse. horses or other draft animals 
>r other farm animals, shall driv e 
lis motor v ehicle to the right, so as 
o giv e one-half of the trav eled p or- 
ion of the highway or street to the 
driv er of said horse, horses or other 
animals.”

It would seem from the frequent use 
of this portion and Isa. v and x x viii 
that there are but few passages which 
touch the sin of drunkenness. I would 
respectfully suggest to the teachers 
that they might with profit use or 
bring into these favorite selections of 
the committee such portions as Gen. 
ix , 20-27; Lev. x , 1-11; Num. vi, 1-8; 
J udg. x iii, J er. x x x v, Hab. ii, I Cor. 
vi, 9-20; Eph. v. 14-27, and others with 
their contex ts. 
Even these eight por­ 
tions would cover two years’ lessons 
If the committee should ever have 
their attention called to them and feel 
led to adopt them. 
But I am finding 
no fault with, repetition of the same 
passage, for I was taught at normal 
school, over forty years ago, the ne­ 
cessity of “ iteration and reiteration” 
to impress truth upon the mind. 
Isa. 
x x viii, 13, teaches us that it must ever 
be “ precept upon precept, line upon 
line.” 
We have three times in the 
Scriptures the story of King Heze 
kiah and of the conversion of Saul 
and of Tarsus and how tremendous 
the Importance of our Lord's seven­ 
fold “ He that hath an ear let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches.” 
In connection with the “ woe” of our 
lesson, what about the six woes of Isa. 
v, the eight woes of Matt, x x iii and 
the three woes of Rev. viii, 13; ix , 12? 
All the woes of earth are as nothing 
compared with the woes of eternal 
torment, and as I read the woes of 
Rev. ix and note verses 20, 21, I learn 
therefrom that God is so unwilling 
that men should perish that He will 
in those two woes give men a taste 
of hell on earth, that they may per­ 
chance repent and escape the tor­ 
m ent of the lost in hell.

Tlie more often I read tbe 
description of the drunkard in verses 
29, 30, of our lesson the more clearly 
I see there as the sinner's substitute 
Him in whom alone is salvation, a 
man of sorrows and acquainted wTith 
grief, with whom the rulers contend­ 
ed and against whom they babbled, 
whose wounds were all without cause 
on His part and whose eyes must have 
been red with weeping after the strong 
crying and tears of Gethsemane. 
He 
was made sin for us; In our stead He 
suffered, bearing our sins In His own 
body, and apart from His atonement 
there 
is 
no 
deliverance 
from 
the 
WTath to come nor from the power of 
sin in this life for any sinner, wheth­ 
er he be drunkard, profane, gambler, 
moral church member or any other 
kind of sinner. 
The “ look not” of verse 31 sends us 
to the “ Look unto Me and be ye saved” 
of Isa. x lv, 22, and the “ Behold the 
Lamb of God!” of J ohn i. 29. 
If we 
are to be saved from looking in a 
wrong direction it must be by looking 
steadfastly in a right direction, and 
that is the thought in the “ looking 
unto” of Heb. x ii, 2. 
It is such a 
steadfast beholding of one person that 
all else is lost sight of. 
As the eye 
effecteth the heart and the heart is 
prone to follow the eyes (Lam. iii, 51; 
J ob x x x i, 7). it is easy to see how 
necessary it is to look in a right direc­ 
tion. 
Ps. x x vii, 4, is such a helpful 
word in this connection, “ One thing 
have I desired of the Lord; that will 
I seek after, that I may dwell in the 
house of the Lord all the days of my 
life, to behold the beauty of the Lord 
and to inquire in His temple.” 
See 
also II Cor. iii. 18, “ Beholding as in a 
glass the glory of the Lord, we are 
changed into the same image from 
glory to glory as by the Spirit of the 
Lord.” 
Tell the poor sinner of the 
love of God, the love that came from 
heaven to Bethlehem, Nazareth, Geth­ 
semane and Golgotha for us all that 
we might not perish, and if such love 
does not break the hardest heart noth­ 
ing else will. Such love known and be­ 
lieved 
leads one to say 
from 
the 
heart, “ Thy love is better than wine.” 
“ We will remember thy love more 
than wine” (Song i. 2, 41 
Anything 
but the love of God presented to the 
sinner will only illustrate the truths 
of the last two verses of our lesson 
and show the utter indifference of the 
dead soul to whatever may come and 
the incorrigible nature of the carnal 
mind, which is enmity against God. 
The case may look as hopeless as the 
dead and corrupting body of Lazarus 
or the dry bones in the valley of vi­ 
sion or tbe hard heart of a blasphem­ 
ing Saul of Tarsus, but see in each 
of these how easily God wrought. 
As workers with God we must cease 
from our own wisdom (Prov. x x iii, 4) 
and let Him who is the wisdom of 
God do It all. 
We know nothing and 
can do nothing ex cept as the Spirit of 
God shall teach us and work in us. 
Farther back In our lesson chapter 
(verses 20, 21) we read of the sure 
poverty of the drunkard and glutton 
and are warned against winebibbers 
and riotous eaters of flesh, and here 
again by contrast we think of the 
durable riches and righteousness of 
Him who said. “ Ex cept ye eat the 
flesh of the Son of Man and drink His 
blood ye have no life in you” (Prov. 
viii, 18; J ohn vi, 53, 54). 
When the 
last hour or moment in these mortal 
bodies comes to those who know and 
are in the love of God the nex t step is 
with Christ in paradise, but to the 
unsaved sinner it will be as our Lord 
taught In Luke x vi.
